The annou ncement was made by 
p ress secretary Pierre Salinger, who 
said the decision was reached on the 
adv ice of the President's p hy sician, 
Dr. George Bu rekley . 


Friday night, Salinger said, Dr. 
Bu rekley noticed that the President’s 
v oice was hu sky , and this morning 
he fou nd his tem p eratu re one degree 
abov e normal. 
"He has a slight u p p er resp iratory 
infection.” Salinger said. Kennedy is 
receiv ing the u su al medication for a 
cold. Salinger said, and 
chi his retu rn 
to Washington will go to tile White 
Hou se and take it easy . 


Second Time 
This is the second time within twro 
weeks that the President has had to 
cancel engagements becau se of a 
cold. On the other occasion his cold 
ap p eared ju st before a Midwestern 
trip that took him as far as Min­ 
neap olis, bu t he recov ered q u ickly 
and made it with no ap p arent ill ef­ 
fect. 
Salinger said the doctors are su re 
Kennedy had recov ered comp letely 
from the last cold before coming 
down with this one. 
One difficu lty abou t today ’s sched­ 
u le: It called for nu merou s ou tdoor 
ap p earances, inclu ding an airp ort ral­ 
ly in Milwau kee, a shop p ing center 
talk in St. Lou is and sp eeches in Al­ 
bu q u erq u e arid Las Vegas.

HONOLULU </P>—1The United States detonated a low- 
y ield nu clear dev ice abov e the Pacific Friday night bu t only 
a faint lightning-ty p e flash filtered throu gh heav y clou ds 
v isible on inhabited ocean islands. 
The blast, a small one by p resent- 
day standards—less than the eq u iv ­ 
alent of 20,000 tons of TNT—was 
abou t the same size as the nu clear 
bomb that 
lev eled 
Hiroshima 
in 
19 45. 
A few p ersons in Oahu , the main 
Hawaiian island, and a handfu l on 
Kau ai, IOO miles nearer the Johnston 
Island blast site, rep orted seeing 
the ex p losion. The detonation was 
obstru cted by a clou d cov er that 
hu ng ov er most of the Pacific. 


Lig htning Fla sh 


The blast had the effect of 
a 
slight lightning flash that faded sec­ 
onds after it ap p eared. It was noth­ 
ing like the sp ectacu lar thermonu ­ 
clear shot of Ju ly 8 that p ainted the 
mid-Pacific with a rainbow of color 
for six minu tes. 


Until Friday night, the Ju ly test 
was the only su ccessfu l high-altitu de 
effort in the American nu clear p ro­ 
gram this y ear. Fou r other shots 
had failed becau se of trou bles with 
Thor boosters carry ing the nu clear 
warheads aloft. 


Scientists at Johnston Island u sed 
a different v ehicle this time, how­ 
ev er, and met with instant su ccess. 
A sp ecially -bu ilt rocket p owered 
by a standard Sergeant motor took 


the dev ice to an altitu de of between 
20 and 30 miles. 
The nex t shot, annou nced imm e­ 
diately after Friday night’s su ccess, 
is schedu led for Tu esday night or 
Wednesday morning. 
The dev ice will be lofted to a 
similar altitu de—between 20 and 30 
miles—p robably by an Army Thor- 
Hercu les rocket. 
Detonation time once again is set 
within a fiv e hou r p eriod between 
9 :30 p .m. HST Tu esday and 2:30 
a rn. HST (2:30 a m. and 7 :30 a m. 
EST) Wednesday . 


The annou nced su bmegaton range 
means a dev ice somewhat less than 
the eq u iv alent of one million tons 
of TNT will be u sed.

The United States was said to feel 
that the au thors of the resolu tion 
had taken a p osition that was more 
p ro-Sov iet than neu tral on the nu ­ 
clear q u esUon.

olescent. He must show, too, an inti­ 
mate understanding of the teen-agers’ 
proble ms. 


If it is necessary for the youngster 
to see an allergist or other specialist 
the doctor sees the specialist first 
and goes over the reasons for the 
consultation. He tries to be present 12 ^ m^ 
wV S * * 
when the boy or girl sees the spec­ 
ialist — at least on the first visit. 
When the doctor who has a special 
fondness for teenagers has made his 
examination and is ready to make 
his recommendations he does not call 
the parents in but gives them to the 
young patient himself. This goes a 
long way toward cementing a close 
working relationship between young­ 
ster and doctor. The emphasis is al­ 
ways on the young person as an in­ 
dividual, not on the disease. 
To the smaU child or the adult, 
size is not very important unless the 
variation from the average is ex­ 
treme, but to the teen-ager it is cru­ 
cial not to be too short or too tall, 
(oo fat or too thin, or to have other 
developmental changes appear too 
sow! or too late. To be able to con­ 
vince these youngsters that we don’t 
a ll develop at the same ra te or in 
Hie same way can be a tremendous 
service. 
Teen-agers have a sudden release 
of seemingly boundless energy. They 
go at tilings hard. This causes some 
pa re nts to look on diem as crazy, 
mixed-up kids. Such an a ttitude doe s 
more harm tha n good. 
Am thing the pa re nts a nd the doc­ 
tors ca n do to ma ke this stormy 
pe riod a little smoothe r is we ll 
worth doing.
